XEW ORLEANS. L-i.. February lfi. — The increase 
in tile purses at the Fair Grounds meeting will go 
into effeet Monday, when the Business Men’s Rac- 
ing Association will add $500 to the daily aggregate 
par e offering. During the remainder of the meet- 
ing tile minimum purse will he $000 instead of $500 
as heretofore. This action of the association, while 
it comes somewhat late in the meeting, is never- 
t lieless appreciated by the horsemen, who regard 
the increase as a matter of neessity. in view of the 
high cost of maintaining their racing establishments. 

The increased purses will also tend to produce 

Iwtter fields and hring about an improved brand of 
sport. With the passing of the rainy season and 
tin* advent of settled weather conditions, the track 
is rounding into good and safe going, and through 
the present week the course can be expected to la* 
better and faster than at any time during the 

meeting. 

If this should result local racing patrons will he 
treated to some splendid racing, as secretary Joe 
Mel • nnan's program book for the week is the best 

he lies issued this season. The liook is liberally 

spriukied with high -class races, which will hring 
together the best horses at the track. The week’s 
main feature, the Washington Birthday Handicap, 
will b” decided Saturday, and its running will bring 
into contention a sidendid field that will include 
courtship. Bondage. Slipm'ry Elm. Bolster. Franklin 
and others that have shown to good advantage this 
winter. 

Horsemen are anxiously awaiting the arrival of 
•los. Martin, general manager of the Onklawn 
tra«-k. who is due to reaelt here Monday. Mr. Mar- 
lin will announce the plans for the meeting, includ- 
ing the purse values and the number of days the 
meeting will run. The season will open March 15. 
vliich is later than last year’s opening ilate, and if 
its duration is similar to that of last year, the 
windup will not come until about April 10. 

Tjie management of the Jefferson Park track is 
making active preparations for the spring meeting 

• •f ten days at that course, which will o|>eit March 
5. the day following the dose at the Fair Grounds, 

• in terminate the day that Hot Springs opens. Jos. 
McLennan will succeed J. R. Campbell as secretary 
at Jefferson Park, and Campbell will take the place 
of Carter Hall in the stewards’ stand. These will 
be the only changes in the personnel of the official 
staff. Mr. Mclxuiuan is now at work on the Jef- 
ferson Park program hook. Seven races will be 
riven daily, as against six nt the last meeting. 
The purse offering is a liberal one. There will tie 
four races of $500. two at $000 and one of the 
value of $700. making a total daily purse distribution 
of $3,900.

The Fair Grounds stewards are still probing into 
the race of last Friday in which J. B. Goodman’s 
Eulogy displayed such a remarkable form reversal. 

• inti Judge Murphy stated today that lie would make 
a complete investigation before making any further 
announcement. Goodman lias been closely ques- 
tioned and W. M. Cain, owner of Tze-I.si. the fa- 
vorite in the race which ran such a dull race, has 
also been interrogated. Cassity, who rode the Cain 
tnare in the race in question, lias also given his 
version of the affair. 

Mrs. James Arthur, by virtue of the victory of 
Bondage in the Allenby Handicap Saturday, is now 
in the lead of winning owners, having a total of 
85.(133 to her credit. W. C. Clancy is second on 
the list witii $4,595. most of which was earned 
by Pickwick and the two-year-old Minute Man. H. 
Field. W. C. Wennt and G. A. Marshall are also 
winners of substantial amounts. 

Cliff Robinson continues to maintain liis lead 
in the list of winning riders. His winning mounts 
number forty-two. Mooney, his closest com|ietitor. 
lias ridden twenty-six winners, while H. J. 
ittirke. an apprentice, is credited with thirteen. 
.1. Rodriguez. Sneidman and Pool are also riding in 
winning form. 

T. H. Cross, of Chicago, has turned down several 
tempting offers lor his four-year-old Salvation colt, 
Kojsce Rools. which has develop'd into one of the 
best handicap horses at the track. The eolt won 
his last three races and in his last raced a mile 
in 1:88*4, the fastest mile of the meeting. Andy 
Blakeley, in charge of the colt, says that lie is 
not for sale. It is his intention to give the eolt 
a rest and save him for the valuable fixtures on 
the eastern tracks next spring. 

Joseph McLennan, who is soliciting entries for the 
Aqueduct stakes, reports that he has received a 
large number of nominations. The entries close 
Monday. 

Henry McDaniel, who came over from Hot Springs 
for a short visit, departed tonight for the Arkansas 
health resort. 

A. L. Kirby’s Rifle Shooter is suffering with 
Mood poisoning as a result of having picked up a 
nail several days ago. 

Kenward’s victory Saturday makes hint ineligible 
to the sixth race Monday; the race is for non- 
winners at the meeting. 

T. B. Waters claimed Leta out of the seventh 
ra«*e Saturday for $900. 

Foreclosure has been placed on the schooling list 
by starter Dade.

FRENCH BREEDER GOES TO IRELAND 



LONDON. England February 16. — Baron Baeyens 
or Paris, who is well known iu French racing circles, 
i- about starting an extensive stud farm at Friars- 
fleld in County Tipperary. Ireland. The property 
is about 17(1 acres in extent, with well-equipped 
•Hid ample stabling. About forty years ag.. horse 
breeding was carried on on a big scale, and many 
well-known stallions had their quarters at the 
place, among the number being I»rd Ronald (sire 
"f Master Kildare), Joco (winner of the Great 
Metropolitan Stakes), Sunstroke (a son of Thor- 
nianbyl. and Rliiddorroch i which sired many useful 
’dinners), and the darns of several winners.

MARYLAND HUNT CUP STEEPLECHASE 



Secretary James Piper lias sent out an announee- 
ment of the twenty-sixth running of the Maryland 
limit Cup Steeplechase, one of the famous point to 
(mint . fixtures in Maryland. The entries for this old 
fixtiue are to close with secretary Pijier April 10, 
and the race will be decided ten days later. 



In tlie obitmiry notices of the late venerable Duke 
of Grafton reference seems to have been omitted 
to the great part played by the Fitz-Itoy family in 
the history of tlie British thoroughbred. Probably 
tlie animals bred by tlie tiiird and fourth Dukes 
of Grafton have had a more far-reaching influence 
on the modern thoroughbred than bloodstock ema- 
nating from any other studs famous in the latter 
part of tlie eighteentli and tlie beginning of the 
nineteenth centuries. In these circumstances I 
venture to set fortli a few details relating to their 
achievements at Newmarket and elsewhere. 

The first Duke, Henry Fitz-Roy, does not appear 
to have owned or hred race horses, but he was a 
frequent attender of the Newmarket and the Borford 
meetings, and n<> doubt had inherited sjiorting tend- 
encies. Bom in September, 1663. lie is styled 
the second son of Barbara Villiers, Countess of 
Casflernaine and Duchess of Cleveland, by Charles 
II. Tlie Duchess of Cleveland was the only daughter 
and heiress of William Villiers. second Viscount 
Grandison, and would seem to have hacked her 
fancies on tin* heath in no uncertain manner. 

It lias lieen asserted that the Duchess won the 
palace of Non -Such on Epsom Downs (now the 
Durdans | from Charles II. over a race won by the 
horse Thnimp at Newmarket in 1868. The palace 
certainly came into tlie Duchess’ possession, blit it 
is improbable that the transfer was owing to a 
betting transaction, since Charles II. rarely bet at 
all. and about five iaiunds is said to have been his 
limit on any event. 

The young Duke, when only nine years old, was 
married to Isabella, the infant daughter and heir- 
ess of Henry Bennet. Earl of Arlington. By tlie 
marriage settlement the young bridegroom inherited 
absolutely tlie Euston ’estate and ail the property 
and effects belonging to the Earl. A large )iortion 
of tlie family estate had come to Henry Bennet 
tli rough bis mother, who was a daughter .of Sir 
John Crofts of Saxhorn. County Suffolk, and a 
member of a family which had from time imme- 
morial been associated with running horses and 
racing galloways. 

During Charles’ exile Henry Bennet had acted 
as his private secretary, and at the restoration 
was created Earl of Arlington, and made secretary 
of state. As such lie was instrumental in import- 
ing Barb mares from Morocco for the royal stud 
As a mark of esteem the Sultan presented the Earl 
with a mare which is described in the first volume 
of the Stud Book as tlie Arlington Barb mare, and 
is the ancestress of tlie No. 13 family. 

A FIGHTING DUKE. 

The Duke of Grafton was one of the first to leave 
Janies II. ’s standard and join William of Orange. 
He fought at the battle of Boyne, and was killed 
by a cannon hall at the siege of C-ork. or. rather, 
was mortally wounded and died iu Ireland a few 
days after tlie assault on tlie city (October, 1(!90). 
aged only twenty -seven years. Possessing greai 
liersonal courage, lie iiad already fought two duels, 
tud killed his opponents on each occasion. The sec- 
ond Duke was an infant at tlie time of liis father’s 
death, and in after years became joint Viceroy in 
Ireland with tlie sporting Ixinl Galway. He, how- 
ever. does not appear to have been an owner or 
breeder of race horses. He died in 1757. anil was 
succeeded by his grandson. Augustus Henry, third 
Duke. 

Tlie young heir was not long in becoming a patron 
of the* turf, and it is noteworthy that the first 
time liis colors were carried he acted as his own 
jockey. This was in a match between his horse 
Driver l pedigree not stated) and I ami March’s 
Wiggem, 163 pounds each, over tlie Beacon course 
at Newmarket, owners up. The Duke won easily, 
and the next day scared a second time with liis 
horse Bragg, by the Godulphin Arabian in a sweep- 
stakes of twenty guineas each, the liest of tlire* 
heats, over tlie Round course, owners or other 
gentlemen to ride, weight 168 pounds. 

There were five starters, and in the first heat 
Bragg won under the guidance of Mr. Anderson, 
who, however, could not ride in the second heat 
owing to a sudden illness; whereupon the Duke got 
up and piloted liis horse first past tlie post. The 
next year, 1759. the Duke purchased Tatler, by 
Blank— a mare by Partner — Bonny Miss, by Bay 
Bolton, from Mr. Panton. and also the horse’s sister 
Julia. Neither was of much use as a race horse, 
hut Julia became the dam of Promise, by Snap 
and Princess, by Herod, both winners of note and 
celebrated as matrons in stud-book lore. 

A FAMOUS MARE. 

The offspring of Promise -carried tlie Grafton 
jacket with distinction, and her last foal but one 
was the famous Prunella, by Highflyer. Prunella 
bred Peneloia*. winner of eighteen races; Parasol, 
winner of tliirty-two races; Pelisse, winner of 
seventeen races (including the Oaks), and Podargus. 
winner of two races. She was also the dam of 
Pope. Pledge, Pawn, Pope Joan. Piquet and Pru- 
dence. 

Penelope's successful produce were: 

1806. Filly, by Waxy; winner of one race. 

1807. Whalebone, by Waxy; winner of twenty 
races, including the Derby. 

1808 . Web, by Waxy; winner of two races. 

1809. Wefiil. b.v Waxy; winner of fourteen races. 

1810. Wilful, by Waxy; winner of two races. 

1811. Wire, by Waxy; winner of nine races. 

1812. Whisker, by Waxy; winner of thirteen 
races, including tlie Derby. 

1814. Waterloo, b.v Walton; winner of three 
races. 

1819. Whizgig. by Rubens; winner of seven races. 

1822. Waltz, by Election; wiuner of one race. 

1823. Wambu, by Merlin; winner of three races. 

The third Duke of Grafton died iu 1811, and the 

offspring of Penelope horn after that date were bred 
by his soli. George Henry, the fourth Duke, who for 
some time before liis father’s death had the 
management of the stud at Euston and tlie horses 
in traiuing at Newmarket. The third Duke won 
tlie Derby in 1S02 with Tyrant, by Pot-8-0s — Sea 
Fowl (a* mare purchased from Mr. Panton), by 
Woodpecker; in 1809 with Pope, by Waxy — Pru- 
nella. and in 1810 with Whalebone, b.v Waxy— 
Penelope. Iu 1801 his filly Remnant, by Truinputor 
— Fancy, finished third to Eleanor* and in 1808 his 
colt Vandyke, by Sir Peter — Dubchick, by Pot-8-06, 
was the runner-up to Pan. 

Tlie third Duke’s first Oaks winuer was Pelisse, 
bv Whiskey — Prunella, and his second and last was 
forthcoming in Morel, b.v Sorcerer— Hornby Lass, by 
Buzzard- — Puzzle, by Matchem — Princess. I’ope,

Whalebone, Pelisse and Morel all were descended 
from the mare Julia (No. 1 family). Tyrant, on 
the other hand, traced to Mr. Bowes’ Byerly Turk 
*iiiire (No. 3 family). During the course of the 
fifty- three years of the second Duke’s turf career 
lie won a large number of matches and races at 
Newmarket, but his horses were not frequently 
seen on other courses, and at no tinn* had lie more 
than thirteen or fourteen in training. 

All the third Duke’s classic winners were (ire- 
pared , '‘-H, Robert Kolisou. who continued to train 
for tlie fourth Duke until his (Robson’s) deatli 
about 1824. when R. Stephenson took charge of the 
Duke’s horses, in addition to those of Lord Egre- 
mont. 

The fourth Duke won tlie Derby in 1815 with 
Whisker, by Waxy — Penelope (No. 1 family); 
the Oaks in 1.813 with Music, by Waxy — Woodbine, 
by Woodpecker — Puzzle, by Matchem — Princess (No. 
1 family); in 1814 with Medora, b.v Selim — a mare 
by Sir Harry — a daughter of Volunteer (No. 4 fam- 
ily); in 1815 with Minuet, by Waxy — Woodbine, by 
WoodiM'cker — Puzzle (No. 1 family); in 1822 with 
Bastille, by I’ubens — Parasol, by Pot-8-0* — Prunella 
(No. 1 family); in 1823 with Zinc, by Woful — 
Zaida. by Sir Peter — Alexina (No. 25 family); 
in 1828 will) Turquoise, by Selim — Pope Joan, by 
Waxy — Prunella (No. 1 family); in 1831 with Oxy- 
gen, by Kinilins — Whizgig, by Rubens — Penelope 
(No. 1 family). 

In 1820 the Grafton scarlet was carried first 
past the post in the Two Thousand Guineas by 
I’indarrie by Phantom — Parasol, by Pot-8— 0s — 
Prunella (No. 1 family); in 1821 b.v Reginald, by 
Haphazard — Prudence, by Waxy — Prunella (No. 1 
family); in 1822 by Pastille (which won the Oaks 
the same year); in 1826 by Devise, by Merlin — 
Pawn Junior, by Waxy — Pawn, b.v Trumpator — 
Prunella (No. 1 family); in l$2i by Turcoman, b.v 
Selim— Pope Joan, by Waxy — Prunella (No. 1 fam- 
ily). 

THE GUINEAS SUCCESSES. 

The One Thousand Guineas yielded tlie following 
successes: 1819. Catgut, by (’omits or Juniper — 

Vanity, by Buzzard — Dabchick (No. 12 family); 1829. 
Kowena. by Haphazard — Prudence, b.v Waxy — Pru- 
nella (No. I family); 1821, Zeal, b.v Partisan — 

Zaida. by Sir Peter — Alexina (No. 25 family); 1822, 

Whizgig, liy Billions — Penelo|ie. (No. 1 family); 
1S23. Zinc (also winner of tlie Oaks) . by Woful — 
Zaida. by Sir Peter— Alexina (No. 25 family); 1825, 
Tontine, by Election — Pope Joan, by Waxy — Pru- 

nella (No. 1 family); 1826, Problem, by Merlin — 
Pawn, by Trumpator — Prunella (No. 1 family); 
1827. Arab, by Woful — Zeal, b.v Partisan — Zaida. 
by Sir Peter — Alexina (No. 25 family). 

Tlie fourth Duke continued to run horses and 

mares in the southern classic races till his deatli 

n 1844. but after 1831 the Euston stock deteriorated 
apidly. Octave, however, b.v Emilias — Whizgig. 
ay Rubens — Penelope (No. 1 family), ran second for 
he Oaks in 1833. and in 1841 Florence, b.v Langnr — 

\ Tontine, b.v Election — l’o(>e Joan, by Waxy — Pru- 

nella (No. 1 family), occupied a like position in the 
)ne Thousand Guineas. Neither the third nor fourth 
Duke patronized York or Doncaster, therefore the 
Grafton scarlet was never carried in the St. 
Legcr. Nor did either of these noblemen ever win 
the Ascot Cup. In point of fact the Euston colts 
rarely showed much liking for a long distance of 
ground, and there seems little room fir doubt that 
the Grafton invincibility at Newmarket and Epsom 
was duo largely to tlie skill and originality of 
Robson, who was the first to dispense with the 

periodic purgings, bleedings and sweats in vogue 

it Newmarket in his day. 

THE DESCENDANTS OF PRUNELLA. 

Freni the particulars given it will be gathered 
that the third and fourth Dukes of Grafton owed 
their success in the classic races mainly to the 
descendants of Prunella, the distribution being as 
follows : 

Descendants of Julia through Promise and Pru- 
nella won sixteen classic races. 

Descendants of Julia through Princess and Puzzle 
won three classic races. 

Total No. 1 family, nineteen. 

Descendants of the Old Scar bore mare. No. .25 
family, won four classic races. 

A descendant of the I^ayton Barb mare. No. 4 
family, won one classic race. 

A descendant of Howe’s Byerly Turk mare. No. 
3 family, won one classic race. 

A descendant of the Old Montagu mare. No. 12 
family, won one classic race 

At the conclusion of her racing career the Duke 
of Grafton sold Pledge, by Waxy — Prunella, to the 
Duke of Portland, and at Welbeck she bred Tiresins, 
winner of the Derby in 1819. In like manner Web. 
by Waxy — Penelope, was sold to Lord Jersey. Her 
fourth foal was Middleton, the Derby winner of 
1822. Web’s daughter Fillagree bred Cobweb, win- 
ner of the Oaks (1824), and Cobweb became the 
dam of Bay Middleton ( Derby and Two Thousand 
Guineas. 1836), Aclimet (brother to Bay Middleton, 
Two Thousand Guineas, 1837), and of Clementina 
(One Thousand Guineas, 1847). An unnamed sister 
to Cobweb produced to Sultan Lord Jersey’s Ibra- 
him (Two Thousand Guineas. 1835), and also Tlie 
Princess (Oaks. 1S44). The last foal of Web was 
Trampoline, by Tramp, the dam of Glencoe (Two 
Thousand Guineas. 1834, and Ascot Cup, 1835). 

The classic victories of the more immediate 
descendants of the Duke of Grafton’s blood did 
not end here. Wire, a sister to Whalebone, was 
sold to Lord Sligo, and in Ireland bred Valve, 
which, returning to England, was mated with 
Pollio and bred Pussy (Oaks, 1834), while in 
Mr. L. Charlton's stud. Incidentally It may be 

added tiiat Zinnovia is a descendant of Wire. 

Mr. G re ville’s Preserve, winner of the One 
Thousand Guineas in 1835. was by Emilius — Mus- 
tarr, by Merlin- — Morel. The latter, as we have 
seen, belonged to the Puzzle— Princess branch of 
the great Grafton tap root of Julia, hut Lord Fal- 
mouth's yueeu Bertha was a great granddaughter 
of a sister to Cobweb, and thus belonged to the 
Promise — Prunella branch of Julia. The Rouge 
Rose. Paraffin. Prairie Bird. Sunshine and Pil- 
grimage families all belong to this same line. 
Whalebone alone has had a far-reaching effect on 
the Britisli thoroughbred, but. coupled with 
Whisker. Partisan, and the mates of Julia, and 
more particularly Prunella, ancestry tlie influence 
of the studs of the third and fourth Dukes of Graf- 
ton lias been incalculable.— Manchester (England) 
Sporting Chronicle.

POPULAR ORESTES BEATEN 



Finishes Second to Deckmate in 
President Menocal Handicap. 
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Loses by a Half Length in Sensa- 
tional Race — Double for

HAVANA. Cuba. February 16. — George W. Loft’s 
Deckmate surprised one of the largest crowds which 
has attended tlie races this season at Oriental Park 
when lie captured the President Menocal Handicap 
at a mile and a quarter, lasting just long enough 
to beat the local idol. Orestes, which, coming witii 
a sensational rush, failed by a half length to catch 
the winner. Deckmate was admirably ridden. Kel- 
say made liis run at the right moment. Sasin was 
two lengths away and Faux-Col was the last of 
the field of four. Deckmate ran the distance in 
2:09. which was considered remarkable on the sloe. - 
track, which was rather lumpy. 

Tlie president of the Republic of Cuba was 
present to see the race named in liis honor decided. 
Mr. Loft entertained the presidential party at the 
clubhouse, including tin* American minister. Mr. 
W. A. Gonzales. Mr. Loft had the satisfaction of 
seeing liis colors carried to victory iu the most im- 
isirtaiit event of tlie meeting, the richest given 
here, having $2,000 added by tlie association and 
the net value to the winner being $2,280. A slug- 
gish beginning was responsible for the defeat of 
Orestes. He was lengths out of the running in the 
firsr mile and jockey Knapp could not rouse him 
with liis whip. At the end of the backstretch. 
where Deckmate took the lead from Faux -Col. the 
real race for the big prize began right there. In 
the stretch Orestes ran like a wild horse, shooting 
past Faux-Col and catching Sasin at the eighth 
I wist. Orestes gained on Deckmate with every 
stride, hut the Lift horse lasted just long enough. 
Tlie crowd was stunned for tlie moment at tlie de- 
feat of the favorite by an outsider, but broke into 
cheers for the winner later. The glory of Orestes 
was not dimmed as lie carried 125 pounds, giving 
nineteen pounds to the wiuner. 

M. Lowenstein’a deck was an easy winner in tlie 
Bermuda Handicap, tlie secondary feature of one of 
the best programs provided by the Cuba -American 
Jockey Club this season. 

Kay Spence scored a double during the afternoon. 
Sentimental scampering home an easy winner in the 
opening dash and Wood thrush scoring a head victory 
over Lytle in tlie sixth. 

The second proved nothing more than an exercise 
gallop for Janies G., which outclassed those op- 
jiosert to him. He won by five lengths, while 
Rhadanies and Callaway had a tough fight for the 
place honors. 

Little Nephew proved a big disappointment in 
the fourth finishing unplaced. Tlie winner turned 
up in Mallei Trask, which beat Fort Bliss a half 
length in a driving finish.

LEXINGTON. Ky., February 16. — The Kentucky 
Sales Company’s fifteenth winter sale, which is to 
open next Monday and continue through Friday, is 
to lie a real ’’combination sale.” since it is to he 
made tip of trotters, pacers, thoroughbreds, lialf- 
breds, saddle horses, draft mares, jacks and ponies. 
It is doubtful if there ever was held anywhere in tlie 
world just another sneh auction. IHiring the last 
half a dozen years sales combining trotters, pacers, 
saddle horses, jacks and Jamies have been held here, 
but the introduction of draft mares is a new fea- 
ture. and it remained for Major August Belmont 
and It. T. Wilson, lioth New Yorkers with breeding 
establishments in Kentucky, to enter thorough- 
breds and lialf-breds. 

The draft mares and jacks are to be sold Moils 
day. Tlie mares are .from three to six years old 
and weigh front 1.100 to 1.500 islands. The trot- 
ters will bo sold Tuesday and Wednesday, anil tlie 
saddle horses, ponies, thoroughbreds and lialf-breds 
Thursday and Friday. 

Tlie half-bred* numlier twenty-four from Major 
Belmont’s Nursery Stud. Tlie sires of fourteen of 
the sixteen younger horses are the thoroughbred 
stallions Trap Rock. Fume. St. Rook. Forole. Fair 
Play and Danger Rock. The sire of the other 
two is Dandy Jim. a prize- winning saddle stallion, 
and their dans are liaif-tlioruughhred. Tile eight 
half-bred mares in the consignment are Be Good 
and Margaret, bred to Ferole; Arrow, bred to Proof 
of tiie Pudding; Olive, bred to Fair Play, and 
Chocolate.
